DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' After Final of September 29, 2009, to the Action on the Merits of this case 
mailed June 20, 2009, is acknowledged. It is acknowledged that no claims have been cancelled or 
added and Claims 12 and 38 have been amended. Claims 12-19 and 38 are pending and are 
hereby reconsidered. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to Applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

Claims 

Replace Claim 12 with: 

12. A purified nucleic acid molecule comprising a nucleotide sequence selected from the 
group consisting of: 

(a) a nucleotide sequence which encodes the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:2; and 

(b) a nucleotide sequence which hybridizes under conditions of high stringency to the 
complement of a second nucleic acid molecule which encodes the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID 
NO :2, wherein high stringency conditions are 0.1X SSC at about 68°C, 

wherein the nucleotide sequence is a coccidian sequence and encodes an amino acid 
sequence that has at least 90% identity to the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:2 and has casein 
kinase I (CKI) activity. 

Amend Claims as follows: 
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For Claims 14 and 18, replace -A recombinant host cell- with -An isolated recombinant 
host cell-. 

For Claim 15a, replace -host cell- with -isolated host cell-. 

For Claim 19, lines 1-2, replace -a recombinant host cell- with -an isolated recombinant 
host cell-. 

For Claim 19a, replace -host cell- with -isolated host cell-. 

For Claim 38, replace - A purified nucleic acid molecule of claim 12- with -The purified 
nucleic acid molecule of claim 12-.

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 12-19 and 38 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

All allowable claims, Claims 12-19 and 38, are limited to isolated nucleic acid molecules, 
vectors, host cells, and methods of making the encoded protein of the nucleotide sequence of SEQ 
ID NO: 1 or encoding the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 2 and variants thereof. The utility 
of said polynucleotides, as encoding a casein kinase I, is credible based on expression in 
heterologous host cells and analysis by an enzymatic assay using casein and other casein kinase I 
substrates (Fig 6; [166-169][0182, 0185,0187]). Casein kinases are known to have utility in the 
production of caseinophosphopeptides, which have use a dietary supplements (McDonagh et al, 
1998).
